(c) have a structure that on drying allows isolation or extraction of a desired 
compound from the intact dead cells with a solvent through pores and/or channels .

pores, solvent access [of a solvent] to a compoundScontained within the intact dead cells to 
isolate or extract the [a desired] compound therefrom\
